HERE  ARE  YOUR  RAILROAD 
INSTRUCTIONS. 

Every  accepted  camper  will  receive  a 
letter  giving  complete  instructions  and 
suggestions  concerning  the  camps.  As 
the  transportation  part  of  these  instruc- 
tions is  exceedingly  important  we  are 
giving  this  information  in  this  issue  of 
Conference  Pointers,  in  order  that  camp- 
ers may  familiarize  themselves  with 
traveling  plans.  Read  carefully  and  act 
accordingly. 

Geneva  Glen,  on  Parmalee  Gulch, 
Colorado. 

Buy  your  ticket  to  Denver,  Colorado, 
and  then  take  the  8:20  a.  m.  train  on 
the  Colorado  and  Southern  Railroad  to 
Morrison,  Colorado,  arriving  at  9:25 
a.  m.  You  will  be  met  at  the  station 
and  taken  to  camp  by  auto.  This  is  the 
best  and  proper  way  to  get  to  camp, 
but  if  you  miss  this  train,  take  either 
the  ten,  twelve,  two  or  four  o’clock 
electric  car  to  Golden,  Colorado,  which 
is  six  miles  from  camp.  These  electric 
cars  will  be  met  by  automobiles.  Ask 
your  ticket  agent  for  special  round  trip 
reduced  rates.  Get  in  touch  with  your 
state  leader  for  delegation  traveling 
plans. 

Geneva  Point,  Winnipesaukee,  N.  H. 

Buy  your  ticket  to  Weirs  Station,  N. 
H.,  on  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad. 
Study  your  railroad  schedules  so  as  to 
enable  you  to  get  to  Wiers  in  time 
to  get  on  the  big  boat,  which  will 
take  the  campers  direct  to  Geneva 
Point.  This  boat  will  leave  Wiers 
about  3:15  in  the  afternoon.  You 
will  be  met  at  the  ra,ilroad  station 
and  piloted  to  the  boat  and  to  camp. 
The  boat  landing  is  right  at  the  station. 
Write  your  state  leader  regarding  trav- 
eling plans  for  your  delegation.  If  you 
do  not  know  the  name  of  your  state 
leader,  write  us.

College.  During  his  college  course  he 
was  a camper  and  leader  in  the  Inter- 
national Older  Boys’  Camp  Conference 
at  Conference  Point,  on  Lake  Geneva, 
Wisconsin.  Upon  his  graduation  from 
college  he  became  the  Superintendent 
for  Young  Peoples’  work  of  the  Chicago 
Sunday  School  Association  and  later 
on  the  Superintendent  of  Young  Peo- 
ple’s work  for  the  Minneapolis  Sun- 
day School  Association.  At  the  out- 
break of  the  war  he  joined  the  aviation 
forces  of  the  United  States,  and  with 
the  armistice  was  retired  from  the  ser- 
vice with  the  rank  of  lieutenant. 

On  his  discharge  from  the  aviation 
service  he  became  the  Young  People’s 
Superintendent  for  the  Ohio  Sunday 
School  Association  and  after  a short 
term  of  service  was  invited  by  the  trus- 
tees of  Boston  University  to  become 
the  Professor  of  Religious  Education 
along  the  lines  of  young  people’s  work. 
Mr.  Mayer  is  just  completing  his  sec- 
ond year  in  this  position  at  Boston  Uni- 
versity and  is  recognized  as  one  of  the 
leading  authorities  in  Young  People’s 
work  on  the  continent.
